WARRANT—TOWN OF STRATHAM 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratham in 
the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: You are hereby notified 
to meet at the Town Hall in Said Stratham on Tues- 
day, the tenth day of March, next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to change the 
figure “125” in two places in Article IV, Section A, 
paragraph 1 of the Zoning and Land Use Ordinance 
of the Town of Stratham to “150” so that Article IV, 
Section A, paragraph 1, amended, shall read: 
“Frontage. Every building lot shall have a minimum 
frontage of 150 feet provided that where lots are 
located on the exterior of a curving street, 9: shorter 
front dimension shall be permitted provided the 
average width of the lot measured across its center 
shall be 150 feet.” 


4. To see if the Town will vote to change the 
words ‘30,000 square feet” in Article IV, Section A, 
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TO BE ACTED ON 
AT TOWN MEETING 
March 10, 1964 


paragraph 4 of the Zoning and Land Use Ordinance 
of the Town of Stratham to “one acre” so that Arti- 
cle IV, Section A, paragraph 4, amended, will read: 
“Minimum Land Area. A lot shall not be less than 
one acre.” 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one thousand twenty dollars 
($1020) for the purchase of a new snow plow for 
the Highway Department. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate ja sum not to exceed two thousand 
dollars ($2,000) for the establishment of an aero- 
nautical fund as provided by RSA 423:6.7.8. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from 
the aeronautical fund to the New Hampshire Aero- 
nautics Commission the sum not to exceed two thou- 
sand dollars ($2,000) for use for the purposes auth- 
orized by RSA 423:7. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one thousand three hundred 
dollars ($1,300) to install toilet facilities in the 
Library. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000) for a water well to service the Fire House 
and Library. . 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 

appropriate the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000) for improving the heating system in the 
town hall. 


11. To see if the Town will authorize the Sel- 
ectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to allow 1% 
discount on such property taxes as are paid by 
August 15, or within 80 days from the day upon 
which the Tax Warrant is committed to the collec- 
tor, which-ever is later, the date to be printed on 
the Tax Bill. 


13. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting. 


The polls will be open from 10:00 a.m. to 6:00 
p.m. at the lower Town Hall to elect Town Officers. 
The discussion and action on the articles in the 
warrant at 8:00 p.m. in the upper Town Hall.

Two display racks have been purchased and 
the library hours increased. After the March 
town meeting new foundation drains were 
installed, the basement ceiling renewed, stair- 
way to the basement constructed, walls and 
woodwork repaired and cleaned. Activities 
this year include: open house in April, exhibit 
of art work of James R. Peabody during 
American Art Week, tea for teachers of 
Memorial school, and special programs during 
National Book Week with films shown by 
Mrs. Rachel Sanborn of the State Library 
Extension Service to 35 pre-school children in 
the morning and 75 school children in the 
afternoon. 


The trustees also provided a film for a local 
club program on the life of Dr. Schweitzer. 


A Friends of the Library group was organized 
in May with Mrs. Jane Jette as chairman, and 
with the proceeds of a food sale have provided 
a new charge tray, shelf labels, and a display 
sign kit, as well as assisting with special 
activities. 

Our library was awarded a State Aid grant 
of $250.00, which, with the discount, provided 
$292.52 worth of children’s books for ages 
6-12. 


The Best Ever Crafters 4-H club decorated 
a Christmas tree for the library, and the Boy 
Scouts and Ladies Auxiliary have provided 
magazine subscriptions. A table and chairs for 
the small children was donated by the Unity 
Club. The use of the library has tripled in the 
past year and this is very gratifying.

PLANNING IN STRATHAM...FOR AN AIRPORT 


During the past year, the Planning Board has been prin- 
cipally concerned with preliminary planning in connection with 
a Seacoast Regional Airport to be located in the southeast corner 
of our Township. We have amassed a great deal of information 
concerning this project and have become convinced. that it should 
have the whole-hearted support of our citizens. 


There is at present a complete lack of adequate airport facilities 
in the Seacoast Area, the largest single deficiency to the area in 
attracting industry. Yet, we have experienced in the Seacoast Area 
an exceedingly rapid population growth which is still progressing 
at an ever accelerating rate. During the decade 1950-1960, Rock- 
ingham County, New Hampshire was second only to Los Angeles 
County, California in the entire nation in terms of population 
growth according to United States census statistics. 


During the past ten years there has been a sharp. deterioration 
in the ability of surface transportation to stay abreast.of the grow- 
ing transportation needs of the country and the Seacoast Area and 
all signs point to a continuation of this trend. There has also been, 
over the past few years, a tremendous growth in both private and 
corporate flying. More and more industrial concerns tend to 
depend on the use of small aircraft and this dependence will 


increase in years to come if concerns in the Seacoast Area are 
to maintain communications and a competitive position with the 
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large metropolitan areas of the nation. 


It has been definitely determined that the joint use of Pease 
Air Force Base is not possible during the foreseeable future nor 
will the Air Force or the Department of Defense contribute to the 
construction of a new civilian airport in the Seacoast Arca. 


The proposed site for the airport has been carefully selected 
after professional studies conducted by the New Hampshire Aero- 
nautics Commission and the Federal Aviation Agency and presents 
the best site from a professional aeronautical standpoint since it 
is outside of the traffic control zone of Pease Air Force Base and 
would not, in any way, interfere with existing buildings or property. 
It would be strategically located between the triangle of Exeter, 
Portsmouth, and Hampton and would conveniently serve the entire 
Seacoast Region. 


The proposed facility. would consist of a paved runway 75’ x 
3500° with a 250° safety strip on each side, a taxiway 40’ x 112’, 
and a parking apron 200” x 200’. The facility would be constructed 
on approximately 153 acres and would have an access road, 
Medium intensity lighting, and clear approach zones. It would be 
capable of handling aircraft up to the size of a DC-3 which means 
that it~could handle all aircraft normally operated by private 
individuals and corporations and feeder line service as well.

Regularly scheduled flights of large commercial aircraft would not 
be handled by the facility. 


The total estimated cost of construction, including land 
acquisition, has been accurately estimated at $280,000.00, of which 
$140,000.00 of federal funds and $70,000.00 of State funds have 


already been made available. This leaves $70,000.00 to be raised 
from local sources. 


At the annual Town Meeting in 1963, the Town authorized the 
establishment of an Airport Authority. The Board of Selectmen 
appointed to this authority Messrs. Edward E. Hanley, James B. 
Peirce, and Richard G. Scamman. During January and February, 
the Authority has sponsored a series of three meetings to which 
representatives of the cities of Dover and Portsmouth and the 
towns of Durham, Epping, Exeter, Greenland, Hampton, Hampton 
Falls, Newcastle, Newfields, Newington, Newmarket, North Hamp- 
ton, Rye, and Seabrook were invited. The interest expressed by 
various of the surrounding communities in this project has been 
most encouraging. At these meetings, it was determined that the 
fairest basis for distributing the local share of the cost would be on 
the basis of equalized valuation. It is anticipated that many of the

communities represented at these meetings will ask for an appro- 
priation at their 1964 Town Meetings. 


Stratham’s share of the local cost is indeed small. We have 
recommended the appropriation of a sum not to exceed $2,000.00 
and we are convinced that our Town will, over the years, realize 
many times this amount in benefits which will accrue to it by the 
establishment of a facility so desperately needed by the entire 
Seacoast Area. 


Zoning Changes 


During the past year, the Planning Board has also considered 
and has recommended two proposed changes in our Zoning and 
Land Use Ordinance. We have recommended increasing the front- 
age required for a building lot from 125’ to 150’ and the total 
area required from 30,000 square feet to one acre. 


We certainly have no shortage of available land in Stratham 
and these recommendations, if approved by the Town, should, 
therefore, not present a hardship to anyone. Further, as our Town 
continues to grow, the concentration of wells and private sewerage 
disposal systems on small lots is a matter which deserves the most 
serious consideration.

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REPORT FROM YOUR SCHOOL BOARD 


The District must build 3 uew classrooms immediately — 
we need two of them for next year. The planning has been 
carefully done and the cost will be about $50,000. The 
construction, financing, and maintenance of this unit will 
increase the average tax rate by about $2.68 for the next 
5 years. 

The School Board believes that the town should also 
build a new multipurpose room, kitchen and library unit. 
This would cost about $85,000. Our present facilities are 
only barely adequate for the school at its present size. The 
Board beiieves that the steady annual growth of the school 
and town is going to continue and that we should build 
before we have a serious deficiency. The members of the 
Survey Committee all agree that the town will be obligated to 
build this second unit within 5 years but there is divided 
opinion about: the time of its construction. Shall we build it 
now and get the use of it or shall we postpone it for 5 years 
in order to hold down the immediate tax burden. The over- 
all costs of building now and building later are about the 
same because a theoretical saving in the bond costs of later 
building will be offset by the increased cost of construction 
at a later date. If we build it now and start paying to main- 
tain it now, this multipurpose room, kitchen, and library unit 
will increase the average tax rate over the next 5 years by 
about $2.69. Later building will simply postpone .this tax 
burden and we shall not have the use of the building when 
the Board believes that we need it. 

The cost of the classroom unit is estimated on a 10-year 
bond issue at 3% interest because the town would need to 
pay off this small issue rapidly in contemplation of more 


building in 5 years. The cost of the multipurpose unit is 
estimated on a 15-year bond at 3.2%. Both estimates use 
the 1963 assessed valuation of the town as the basis for 
computation. 

Next year’s budget is based on the assumption that the 
District will vote to build both of the above units. The 
budget can be reduced by $3,150 if the multipurpose unit is 
not voted. Analysis of the budget increases reveals that there 
is a $5.650 amount included for operation of both of the 
above building units, a $750 amount for administrative costs 
and teachers’ supplies, and a $13,300 amount for costs of 
teaching. This latter figure includes the salary of a new 
teacher, salary raises, and an expected increase of $6,800 in 
our tuition payments resulting from eleven more pupils in 
Junior High and High School. 

All of the above figures as they effect next year’s budget 
can be expressed as follows:

The costs of the contemplated new construction are low 
in next year’s budget because there would be no principal 
payment on any new bond issue. Principal payments starting 
in the following year would add $3,500 for the classroom 
unit or $4,900 for the classroom and multipurpose units 
together. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


One addition was necessary in the teaching staff because of 
increased enrollments.

The enrollment by grades as of December 20 is as follows:

This is a total enrollment of 216 as compared to 188 on a 
corresponding date last year which is an increase of 15%. 


The problem is in the lower grades and if the policy of not more 





than thirty pupils in a room is to be continued, it will be imperative 
to provide more space by next September. It will be necessary to have 
a combination first and second grade and a combination third and 
fourth grade class in addition to.the regular grade rooms next year. 
This will require nine teachers and and nine classrooms which is 
one additional teacher and two additional classrooms over the present 
numbers. 


As the enrollment increases and the school plant grows in size, 
it will be desirable to enlarge certain facilities such as the multi- 
purpose room and the kitchen in order to keep pace with this growth. 
It would appear that the proposed solution to the problem as 
approved by the School Board and the Advisory Committee is a 
logical one and I sincerely trust that the citizens of Stratham will 
approve this plan. 


It is worthy of note that the Stratham School District has received 
increasing amounts of Federal Aid under Public Law 874 and of 
State Foundation Aid during recent years. In 1961-1962, $7,447.00 
was received in Federal Aid; in 1962-1963, $8,955.00 was received 
and it is expected that about $11,500.00 will be received during the 
school year 1963-1964. 


The income for 1961-1962 in State Foundation Aid was $19,375.40 
and for 1962-1963 it was $23,969.60. For 1963-1964, $29,177.10 has 
been received.
